AGRICULTURAL REPORT FOR 
MASSACHUSETTS. 


In its crop report for August, which 
will appear on or about Sept. 1, the 
Mass. State Board of Agriculture will 
include the following summary of crop 
conditions in Massachusetts, complied 
from a careful study of the reports of 
about 170 correspondents. 

Reports in Indian corn’ were almost 
universally discouraging and almost a 
total failure 6f the crop is anticipated, 
so far as the maturing of the grain is 
concerned.
